Out of town visitors to the Nursery will find excellent accommodations at the 
Phillips House Inn, Northampton; or the Whale Inn,Goshen. 


Plants sent out are notusually mature specimens. We can often furnish a variety 
of sizes at proportional prices. Prices are subject to change without notice. 


Height and hardiness wil] vary somewhat in different regions and soils, and 
therefore are not given. Most plants listed are perennial, as it 1s quite dif- 
ficult to ship annuals at the proper time for planting. These can ke picked up 
at the nursery in the spring. 


If you wish your order sent, we ship Ly parcel post, special handling. We do 
not pay postage and there is a small charge for packing. Add $1 for mailing 
three to six plants; over six plants $1.50. Any credit due will ke promptly 
rebated. 


We do a strictly retail cash business and bills are due when presented. 
We do not maintain a gift shop, Lut sell a few items which have proven of great 


interest, such as an excellent Look on herbs, herb charts and bee skeps. We 
are planning to have available very soon our own small card file on herbs.
